Prisoner Is in Excellent Spir- 
its, Jail Attaches Report, as 
Case Nears Finish. 


The second trial of Ziang Sun 
Wan, which began five weeks ago, 
will come to an end today or to- 
morrow. Whether or not the case 
will be given to the jury today de- 
pends on how much time'is taken 
up by what remains of the rebuttal 
and sur-rebuttal testimony and the 
summing up arguments of the op- 
posing counsel.

THE FARMER’s BEST FRIEND. 

Representative Dickinson. of lowa, returns 
from the conference of governors in the corn 
States with the report that the farmers of 
the Northwest are determined to force tar- 
iff revision. They still cling to the idea that 
they are ‘‘selling in an open market and buy- 
ing in a protected market’’—that. is. that 
they are the only great class which is not pro- 
tected by the tariff. ' 

In 1921 there were 5,000,000 unemployed 
men in the United States. The tariff of 1922 
started up business throughout the country. 
and unemployment disappeared. A market for 


This surplus is not the result of hard times. 


farmers to cooperate among themselves. No 
one else is to blame. If the farmers were or- 
ganized, as other 


commodities, nor would they fall to produce 
all that the market demands. The tariff has 
nothing to do with the sale ofa surplus of 
corn, or steel, or anything else. The demand 
that the government should buy this surplus 
corn and float it off on foreign markets is no 
more justified than would be a demand by 


a surplus of pig iron or derby hats. 

The farmer is protected by the tariff. The 
tariff schedules were fixed in response to the 
demands of the farmers themselves, repre- 
sented by their bloc in Congress. They are 
not subjected to foreign cheap-labor competi- 
tion in any of their products. Everything they 
‘produce is protected by a tariff duty which 
excludes cheaper foreign products from this 
market. Everything they consume is: free of 
duty. They can import foreign agricultural 
implements, fertilizers, harness, shoes or other 
necessaries, if they wish, without paying any 
duty. They do not do so because they can 
obtain better and cheaper goods at home, 
manufactured by Americans who are enabled 
to build up great home industries under tariff 
protection. The manufacturers, while supply- 
ing everything for the farmer more cheaply 
than he can import it duty free, are also en- 
abled to employ millions of workers at high 
wages, and these workers constitute a vast 
market for farm products. 

The farmer has a more direct and vital in- 
terest in maintaining the protective tariff 


} 


lions who are furnished work ‘at high wages 
under this system. Destroy the system, and 
the high wages will disappear; and the man 
who now has the monopoly of feeding these 
millions will find his market gone. 

Capital employed in manufacture can quit 
and seek profit elsewhere, but the farmer can 
not quit. His profits depend upon the people 
of the United States. If they are not em- 
ployed they will not pay as much for food, or 
eat as much. Their prosperity is his pros- 
perity; their adversity hits him first of all. 

The Northwestern farmers who have raised 
too much corn have the remedy in their own 
hands, if they will merely organize and co- 
operate.

Based upon the report of the Lampert com- 
mittee, which was named last March, upon the 
‘authority of a House.resolution, bill has 
been prepared and will be introduced this 
morning..by Representative James, of Michi- 
gan, for the entire reorganization of the mili- 
tary establishment. 

During the inquiry the Lampert committee 
heard upward of 150 witnesses, among them 
some of the foremost officers of the army and 
navy, as well as men engaged in the production 
of military needs and supplies,’ with special 
reference to the aircraft industry.

legal training, fine accomplishments 
and freedom from prejudice. Law- 
yers possessing these essential qual- 
ifications are not to be found. only 
among those whose earnings have 
been so large that their independent 
incomes make the judicial salary 
unimportant. It is reasonable to 
conclude that the lawyer of wealth 
has so long represented special in- 
terests that, humanlike and in spite 
of efforts to the contrary, he has 
unconsciously acquired a mental 
bias which prevents an impartial at- 
titude toward enlightened justice.’’

OIL TRADE UNDERGOES 
TURN FOR THE BETTER 


Car Loadings Reveal Gain 
in Movement of General 
Merchandise. 


New York, Feb. 6 (By the Asso- 
ciated Press.).—Confidence in the 
business outlook remained unshaken 
last week in the face of conflicting 
trade developments. Activities in 
some of the basic industries were 
reported to be slackening but this 
development was offset by tangible 
evidence of improvement in other 
quarters. Conditions during the 
first month of the year generally 
were more satisfactory than a year 
ago. 

Despite lessening interest in 
stock speculation and a smaller 
movement of commodities, January 
bank clearings, according to Brad- 
street’s tabulation, exceeded those 
of Decemoper by about $142,000,000 
establishing a new high record. The 
total for the country as a whole was 
more than 3 per cent above that 
of January, 1925, and was exceeded 
only once before. With the turn of 
the month, the stock market showed 
promise of resuming its upward 
movement which was interrupted in 
January and investment funds con- 
tinued to pour into the bond market 
at a rapid rate. 

Reports from the steel industry 
indicated a definite slackening of 
new buying and -the pace of mill 
operations. Shipments in January, 
it was estimated, exceeded new 
business, pointing to the possibility 
of a slight decline in the volume of 
unfilled orders at the end of the 
month. The country’s pig iron pro- 
duction in January bettered that of

ceived in some quarters, which 
feared that the year might be 
started off with a trade boom thaty 
would have unwholesome conse- 
quences. 

The oil industry apparently has 
undergone a turn for. the better.

BOND INVESTORS TURN 
TO NEW YORK TRAGTIONS: 


Sugar Company Liens Occupy 
Second Place in the 
Favor of Buyers. 


NEW ISSUES IN DEMAND 


New York, Feb. 7 (By the Asso- 
ciated Press).—The bond market 


last week added another page to its 
record of uninterrupted progress so 
far this year. Buoyed up by a 
steady flow of investment funds and 
a resumption of speculative opera- 
tions in certain quarters, prices 
reached the highest level in several 
years. The action of the market 
seemed only to sharpen the appetite 
for new issues, which appeared in 
large volume. 

Despite their relatively limited 
appeal to investors, local traction 
bonds were the outstanding features 
of the week’s trading from the 
| standpoint of activity and strength. 
Buying was based on growing con- 
fidence that these companies will 
be restored to some degree of their 
former prosperity by the pledges of 
assistance from the new city admin- 
istration. Large blocks of Inter- 
borough, New York Railways, Third 
Avenue Railway and Manhattan 
EKlevated issues were accumulated 
during the week at gains ranging 
from 2 to 7 points. 

Sugar company liens ranked sec- 
ond only to the tractions in cap- 
turing the favor of buyers. Fre- 
quent merger rumors, involving 
both producing and refining com- 
panies, contributed to a revival of 
interest in these issues, which was 
further stimulated by the evidence 
of improvement in market condi- 
tions. Advances of 5 points or 
more took place in the week in 
bonds of the Warner Sugar, Estates 
of the Orienta and Vertientes com- 
panies, while virtually all other 
sugar obligations participated in 
the movement with more moderate 
gains. 

The demand for railroad™securi- 
ties converged on high yielding 
issues, which had been neglected 
in recent buying operations, al- 
though the slandered investment 
rails were by no means ignored. 
Such issuesas Wilkes-Barre & East- 
ern ist 5s and New York, Susque- 
j}hanna & Western general 5s were 
pusbed up about 6 points and 
numerous gains of 1 to 2 points 
| were recorded. 
| New bond offerings last week 
failed to keep up with the pace of 
more than $100,000,000 weekly 
which was maintained throughout 
January, but the demand was un- 
abated and all issues were readily 
absorbed. The aggregate approxi- 
mated $55,000,000, compared with 
:the preceding week’ s record of 
jabout $162,000,000. 

Within the next fortnight the 
largest municipal bond flotation of 
recent years——$75,000,000 for the 
city of New York—is scheduled to 
appear on the market. The pro- 
ceeds will be used to retire cor- 
porate stock. Keen compétition 
is expected to develop amowg sev- 
eral Wall street banking groups. 

While the total of $3,513,174,154 
in brokerage loans at the end of 
January, reported for the first time 
by the New York Stock Exchange, 
was considered surprisingly large, 
the portion taken up by time funds, 
slightly less than $1,000,000,000, 
was about in line with expectations. 
The employment of this large 
amount in time loans, which are 
based mostly on bond collateral, 
indicated that funds had been float- 
ing into the investment market at 
a rapid rate.

New York, Feb. 7.—-While there

Mr. Davey’s letter was in reply to 
a resolution made by the Ohio fed- 
eration, in which that body in- 
dorsed the efforts of the National 
Federation of Federal Employes to 
obtain legislation providing for a 
lower retirement age, extension of 
the half holiday throughout the 
year, overtime pay for Sundays and 
holidays, introduction of the merit 
system and reclassification accord- 
ing to the classification act of 1923. 


Would Aid Worthy. 


As far as the deserving and nec- 
essary government employes are 
concerned, Mr. Davey declared him- 
self as being willing to do “all with- 
in reason’’ to help their cause. “I 
know of nothing more _ hopeless. 
than the situation of the willing 
worker in the employ of the United 
States government,’’ he wrote, ‘‘and 
the majority of good, competent 
workers who enter the employ of 
the --government —either-—get—out 
through disgust, or else become dis- 
couraged and are swallowed up by 
this vicious system.”’ 

Mr. Davey’s idea is that the Pres- 
ident should be given sweeping 
powers in the way of departmental 
reorganization and the abolition of 
numerous bureaus and agencies.
